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Lake Villa Township's monthly board meeting, usually 
unattended by the public* drew about 25 people. While some 
were there to witness the presentation of a Timberwolves 
football trophy, most stayed to show support for Lake Villa 
Highway Commissioner Jim Jorgensen's bid for a raise. 

Jorgensen and the other elected township officials 
(supervisor, trustees, clerk and asse'ssor) have salaries set at 
least six months in advance of their terms. 
' The board's consideradon of all t h eelected officials salaries 
and bcncnts will affect the next ternd tt |^ ffiS i*iMav 2005. 

Township Supervisor Dan Vehtunfr^ieafthe numbers 
might be moot for those now in position, as the next election 
could completely change the line-up of officials. 

An abortive attempt to change salaries and benefits was 
made in May 2002, when Trustee Homer Lawson asked the 
board to approve adding health benefits to the trustees* com- 
pensation. Health benefits are presently available only to the 
supervisor, assessor and highway commissioner. 

The resolution was approved by a 3-2 vote, wiUi Venluri 
and TVuslee Glenn McCollum opposing on tlie grounds that 
the reqiiest was IllegaL. 

At a subsequent meeting, when Venturi produced infor- 
mation rcgardingJUig'pre^^ requirements set by the statej 
the board unanimQUsl^rescinded the resolution.

If it's not running into a burning build- 
ing, It'sdlving Into icy waters. Firefighters 
front the departments of Antloch, Lake 
Villa, Libertyyille, Countryside and Fox Lake 
gathered in Lake Villa to hone their ice res- 
cue skills. 

Lt. Glen Heitman, certified instructor 
•* and dive team leader with the Lake Villa Fire 
'':P^partment, said, "As with anything else, 
SWe have to practice. Today, we have 12 
divers and 10-15 for surface support and ice 
rescue." 

He said normal procedure dictates that 
rescuers wear waterproof emersion suits 
that float, and that are tethered to theshore. 
Both Antioch and Lake Villa have rescue 
- boards that float, and that are also tethered 
to the shore. 

• "We need to work quickly to get a floata- 
tion sling oh the victim," he said. "If the vic- 
tim is further out or on open water, wc use 
the airbpat that is shared by the members of 

Quad 11 (AntlpchVFox.I^ 
Villa and Round Lake) irid kept in Fox Lake. 
We can typically get to someone In a matter 
of minutes." 

Time is critical as hypothermia sets in 

quickly. 

Reseller Keith Rollene, of Lake Villa, said 



that while there are documented cases out- 
side of the United States of people surviving 
after having been submersed for about an 
hour, the "golden period" is only about 10 
minutes. Heitman said that in his history, 
he never recalled a victim surviving after 
going completely under. 

"It's a bad situation," he said. "Even after 
that golden period, we work In rescue mode 
for the first hour and oiie-halL After that, it's 
recovery." 

Even certified ice divers who don ther- 
mal wet suits with rubber cuffs to seal out 
the water, fleece thermal liners and full face 
masks are limited to 10 or 15 minutes under 
the ice. 

"With the full face mask, AVe can have 
better communication betweeh^tender and 
diver, but we always practice rope-tug sig- 
nals," Heitman said. ■ 

He said that from the tender on the sur- 
face to the diver below that one tug asks "are 
you okay?;" two tugs tells the diver to stop, 
change direction; three tugs tells the diver 
to, cpmejo . the surface and. four tugs tells

Ithough interest in the National 
Hockey League and its local prod- 
uct, the Chicago Blackhawks, is at 
an all-time low, the sport itself is makinga 
comeback in Lake County and is beginning to 
flourish.

As both an elected official and a business- 
man, Wayne Blake finds it important to keep 
his eyes on the ground. 

. As part owner of a family well drilling and 
water pump business, Blake doesn't always 
like what he sees. Water tables are dropping 
througliout Lake County, making it more diffi- 
cult and expensive to drill wells where public 
water service is not available. 

As an elected officer and candidate for the 
County Board in the March 16 election, Ulake, 
45, sees an erosion of civic rights an continued 
ititruslon of county government into die daily 
lives of citizens, 

Blake has served as a director of the Fox 
Waterway Agency for 12 years, first appointed 
to fill a vancacy and then elected three times to 
die non-tax supported board that oversees 
safety and improvement of water quality of the 



Fox-Uivcr as lie meanders through I^ike and 
McHcnry counties. 

"We're always trying to do what's good the 
boaters, fishennen and the greater communi- 
ty, but it's not always easy. Lots of govern- 
ment red tape. That's frustrating," stated 
Blake who hopes to win tlic Republican nomi- 
nation In District 1, mostly Antioch Township 
and parts of Lake Villa Township and Old Mill 
Creek. 

To win the nomination, the life-long resi- 
dent will have to defeat incumbent County 
Board Rep. Judy Martini (R-Antioch)» a long 
time friend and one dme collegue on the 
Waterway Agency. 

"1 like Judy and admire a lot of the things 
she has done, but lately she has become a 
fence-straddle r. She can't seem to make up 
her mind on tougli questions, like voting pre- 
sent on the county budget. I would tiave 
voted no." 

Blake also is unhappy widi Martini over 



her support of the implementation of the 
Controversial Uniformed Development 
Ordinance designed to end favoritism and 
confusion in the enforcement of county build- 
ing and zoning regulations. 

"Hasn't helped a bit," declared Blake, who 
owns W.D. Blake & C Sons Inc., with his broth- 
er, Mike. The busliiess \yas founded by their 
late fadier. The candidate and his wife, Ellen, 
are the parents of children age 19, 17 and 15. 
Blake said Martini and fellow County 
oard members should approach the 
uilding, Zoning and Planning Dept. with an 
eye to making tlie department more "use 
friendly.'* If elected, Blake said he would

at needed changes."

Elected officials sliow uncommon good sense when it ' 
comes to dealing witli flooding and dealing with prob- 
lems of getting rid ofslomi water. 'Ilicy wisely defer to 
the Stomivvalcr Management Commission which coordi- 
nates the slomi water activities of more tlian 90 jurisdictions in 
Lake County. 

SMC has compiled a remarkable record over die years provid- 
ing technical assistance, local knowledge and problem-solving 
skills to reduce flood damage, prevent flood hazards, enhance 
watert]uality and provide natural resource protection. 

The county-wide agency is tax supported, but in reality receives 
precious litde tax money to carry on its far-reaching projects.

For members of the board of 
education In a community where 
demands of grov^h have been out- 
stripping resources for years, the 
cycle for new tax increases runs 18 
to 24 months, or so it seems.. It's 
not surprising tiiat many taxpayers 
feel in a perpetual state of tax and 
spend stupor. 

At the local level, precious few 
officials worry about the ability of 
the tax paying public to keep up. 

Considering public support of die 

schools, both elected ofilcials and ' ' 
hired education professionals tote 
up the bills and spread the needs. 
Economizing and putting in effi- 
ciencies to keep costs down is lost In 
union pressure for increasing 
salaries and meeting state man- 
dates, not to mention keeping up 
widi the onslaught of new rooftops. 

Other elected officials like to take 
comfort in "holding the line on 
rates" knowing full well tiiat imstint- 
ing growth in total assessed valua- 
tions in Lake County is producing 
an ever increasing revenue stream.

Americans 
live with a yo yo effect. Wlien 
Republicans are in power, federal 
taxes tend to go down.

In 1900 
total taxes per household was $1,900 
(using constant 2000 dollars). In 
1950, total taxes were household 
were $11,000. In 1999, total taxes 
per household hit $30,000. There's 
anodier way of looking at the bur- 
den as supplied by the 
Washington, D.C. based Tax 
Foundation. 

Tax Freedom Day , the day when 
Americans pay tiieir total year's tax 
bill, is charted. In 1900, that day 
was Jan. 20. In 1950, Tax Freedom 
Day was March 29. In 1993, die red 
letter day was April 20. In 2000. Tax 
Freedom Day was May 1. 
Conservative talk show host Sean 
Hannity pointed out that during the 
Cliriton-Gorr years, die federal tax 
burden alone grew 45 percent, from 
an average of $4,625 to approxi- 
mately $6,690. Factoring in local 
taxation, where public education 
gets an estimated 75 to 80 percent, it 
can easily be seen tiiat die breaking 
point has been reached. "The cold 
truth is that the American taxpayer 
is being abused and plundered by 
his own govemment," Hannity 
wrote in "Let Freedom Ring."

"These forms often contain 
sensitive personal information such as 
social security numbers, date of birth and 
medical information, which haye been used 
in recent cases of identity theft and comput- 
er crimes,"

in which a parent told a child not to 
approach a stranger but didn't tell Uicm why, 
the child apprpaclicd the stranger every 
time, even after warnings from parents not 
to. This is why It is important to tell Uiem 
why and what can happen so they know not 
to do It. Don't just scare diem. Empower 
them. Make them know that tliere are things 
they can do and decisions diey can make to 
prevent tliat from ever happening. Of course, 
fill tliem in on the ploys.that thjsse predators 
use like saying tliey haveapiippybr diat 
they arc lost or tliat diey liave candy. Don't 
just tell them about it. Role play it out with 
them. Have an uncle or a close friend help 
you to role play so that the child has down 
pat what the response that they should do is 
and diat is to run away immediately. 

2. Teach your child to be vigilant. A child 
that is aware of his or her environment will 
know when someone Is coming at them.

A golf ball can be driven great distances down the fairway. 
'i How is this possible? Is the drive only dependent on the strength 
of the golfer or arc other factors at play?The aerodynamic forces 
play a key role in die flight of die golf ball. 

History of the Golf Ball 

The early golf ball, known as a featherle, was 
simply a leather pouch flilcd widi goose fcativ 
ers. In order to obtain a hard ball, die pouch 
was filled while^wct with wet goose feathers. 
Since people believed a smooth sphere would 
result in less drag (and tiius fly farther), the 
pouch was sdtchcd inside out. Once die pouch 

was filled, it was sdlched shut. Therefore there 
were a few stitches on the outside of the ball. Tlie 
ball was then dried, oUed and painted white. The typical 
drive widi this type of ball was about 150 to 175 yards. Once this 
ball became wet, it was totally useless. 

In 1845, the gutta-percha ball was introduced. This ball was 
made &om llie gum of the Malaysian Sapodilla tree. This gum 
was heated and molded into a sphere. Tliis resulted in a very 
smooth surface. Tlie typical drive widi the gutta-percha ball was 
shorter than that obtained widi the featherie. However, accord- 
ing to golf legend a professor at Saint Andrews University in 
Scodand soon discovered that die ball flew farther if the surface 
was scored or marked. 

This led to a variety of surface designs which were chosen 
more or less by intuidon. By 1930, the current golf ball with dim- 
ples was accepted as die standard design. The modem golf ball 
consists of rubber thread wound aroimd a rubber core and 
coated widi dimpled enamel. The dimples are arranged in rows. 
Tlie number of dimples is eidier 336 for an American ball or 330 
for a British ball. The typical drive with a modem golf ball is 
about 180 to 250 yards. ■ 

The Dimples

question can be found by looking at the aerodynamic drag on a 
sphere. There are two types of drag experienced by a sphere. The 
first is the obvious'clrag due to friction. This only accounts for a 
small part of the drag experienced by a ball! The majority of Uie 
drag comes froni the separation of the flow behind the ball and 
is known as pressiuie drag due to separation. For laminar flow 
past a sphere, the flow separates very early. However, for a tur- 
bulent flow, separation is delayed. The separation region in the 
turbulent cose Is much smaller than in the laminar case. Tlic 
lar^r se'paradoh region of the laminar case implies a larger 



pressure drag on (he sphere. This is why the professor exiieri- 
enced a longer drive with the marked ball. The surface rough- 
ness caused the flow to transition from laminar to turbulent. 
The turbulent flow has more energy than die laminar flow 
and thus, die flow stays attached longer. 

So, why dimples? Wliy not use another 
mcdiod to achieve die same affect? Tlie critical 
Reynolds number, Recr, holds the answer to this 
question. Recr is the Reynolds number at which 
the flow transitions from a laminar to a turbulent 
state. For a smooth sphere, Recr is much larger 
than the average Reynolds number experienced by 
a golf ball. For a sand roughened golf bail, the 
reduction in drag at Recr is greater than Uiat of the 
dimpled golf ball. However, as the Reynolds number 
continues to increase, die drag increases. The dimpled 
ball, on the odier hand, has a lower Recr, and the drag is fairly 
constant for Reynolds numbers greater than Recr. - 

Therefore, the dimples cause Recr to decrease which 
implies diat the How becomes turbulent at a lower velocity than 
on a smooth sphere. This in turn causes die flow to remain 
attached longer on a dimpled golf ball which implies a reduc- 
tion in drag. As the speed of . die dimpled golf ball is increased, 
the drag doesn't change much. Tills is a good property in a sport 
like golf. 

Although round dimples were occepted as the standard, a 
variety of other shapes were experimented with as well. 
Among these were squares, rectangles, and hexagons. The 
hexagons actually result in a lower drag than the round 
dimples. Perhaps in the future we will see golf balls with 
hexagonal dimples. 

Hook and Slice 

A hookor a slice can be explained in the same way If the golf 
ball is given a spin about its vertical axis, die ball will be deflect- 
ed to the right for a clockwise rotation and to tlie left for a count- 
er-clockwise rotation. The generation of an aerodynamic force 
by a spin about the -axis perpendicular to the flight path' is 
known as the Magnus effect. The Magnus effect is important in 
most ball, games. -

Most cavity-back irons are cast iron, which makes tliem 
good for less-advanced players looking for durability and consis- 
tcncy.Althoiigh many of today's cast golf clubs can ofTcr similar, 
if not better playability than forged. Forged Irons arc made of a 
soHer steel, which provides better feel to more advanced players. 

Titanium 

Titanium tends to be a lot lighter than Cast Iron and Steel, 
therefore heads arc made larger than traditional standard 
wliich In turn provides more foi^vcness on miss-hits, the draw 
back is that Titanium Is more expensive tlian steeL

illegal protection device in this nutty society, is 
; ,if you hurt your attacker, you will be prose- 
cuted. Makes no sense at all, but it.s the way 
; fit is. Always walk like you are confident but 
■ get to your car quickly. Tlie moment you get 
''in your car, lock the doors and be on the 
i ihove ds quickly as you can. Always check die 
^ 'back seat when you get in the car and for 
goodness sake, never leave your car unlocked 



when you get out of it. 

I feel sad and somewhat nauseous writ- 
ing this column.

'to help people be prepared. It.s just that I 
wish we didn't even have to be thinking 
about this. But we do. So we all have to be 
smart, vigilant and think ahead about what 
we do and how we do it to make sure diat our 
child is never in that typo ofdanger.

The ASPCA Animal Poison Control 
Center established in 1978 is the only 
facility of its kind staffed by twenty veteri-

The specially trained 
stafT answers calls from pet owners and 
veterinarians pertaining to toxic chemi- 
cals and dangerous plants, products or 
substances 24-hours a day, 7-days a week.

"It is so 
important to spread the word about this 
service," commented Barbara^ Clary. 
"Every single pet owner needs to be aware 
diat their animal can be saved witli simple 
phoriecall."
